could not do and discharge its 
constitutional obligation.” 
He said the bill originated be­ 
fore the ways and means com­ 
mittee, whose object is to raise 
revenue, and added:

define the maximum amount of

CALVIN COOLIDGE 
The nation has lost a loved son. He p assed on 
January 5, 1933, in the p rime of life at the ag e 
of six ty . He was the thirtieth President of the 
United States and the only liv ing ex -President. 
He died much as he had lived — alone. His 
sp irit fled his body in the quiet seclusion of his 
Northamp ton, Massachusetts, home, where he 
had rep aired to rest and live his own life after 
the cares of leading the nation fell from his 
shoulders. 
Ev ery American deep ly reg rets his loss and 
sy mp athizes with his widow and family . 
Calv in Coolidg e was a fine citizen and a g reat 
President. He ap p ealed to his country men 
as 
ty p ically American. He understood their ambi­ 
tions and their p roblems. He evoked an ex traor­ 
dinary warmth of affection which p laced him 
closer to his p eop le than any other President 
with the ex cep tion of Abraham Lincoln. They 
believ ed in his sincerity and had faith in his 
judg ment. 
He dev oted his entire life to p ublic serv ice. His 
first p ublic p osition was as councilman of North­ 
amp ton. Nex t he was elev ated to may or of that 
city . And thence to member of the state senate 
of Massachusetts, lieutenant g ov ernor and g ov ­ 
ernor of Massachusetts, Vice-President and, the 
final climax of his career, as President of the 
United States. 
He first became President when he succeeded 
to th at office at the death of Warren G. Harding 
to fill out his unex p ired term. He was returned 
to th at hig h office by an ov erwhelming majority 
in 1924. His administration of the Presidency was 
one of conserv ativ e but constructiv e p rog ress. 
The country enjoy ed one of its most p rosp erous 
p eriods under his able g uidance. He handled 
ev ery p roblem with g reat wisdom and ex p ediency . 
He ably disp osed of many comp licated p ost-war 
p roblems and was outstanding in his leadership . 
So successful and admired he was, that his an­ 
nouncement in 1927 that “I do not choose to run” 
for another term created g eneral surp rise and 
disap p ointment. 
He utterly lacked p retention in the least; he 
was rug g ed and homely ; he was taciturn and 
unobstructiv e but firm in his conv ictions and de­ 
cisions. He was a g ood listener and reasoner. He 
heard both sides of ev ery question. He stood his 
g round, ev en ag ainst g reat op p osition. These 
traits were instrumental in p lacing him in the 
hig h esteem which he merited. 
His death is not only a p ublic loss but a p er­ 
sonal sorrow to ev ery citizen, all of whom are 
indebted to him for a g reat record of p ublic 
serv ice. 


machinery is ap t to come to an abrup t end in 
the not-distant future because of the comp lete 
ex haustion of those natural resources which 
make a machine ag e p ossible. 
Prof. Ross A. Gortner, Univ ersity of Minnesota 
biochemist, has p rep ared a set of estimates about 
these thing s that hav e an ominous and chilling 
sound. 
The world’s stocks of coal and oil, without 
which the abundant energ y of the machine ag e 
cannot be obtained, will be g one, forev er, inside 
of ten centuries, say s Professor Gortner. The 
world’s iron will all be used up in 250 y ears. 
Cop p sr, zinc, lead and tin will be g one long be­ 
fore the iron is g one. 
Indeed, these time estimates are p robably more 
liberal than they should be. They are based on 
the rate at which the world is now consuming 
the commodities in question; but in many cases 
the rate is constantly increasing , so that the 
bottom of the barrel may be reached, not in cen­ 
turies, but in decades. 
And then what hap p ens? What becomes of a 
world which is tied tog ether with bands of steel 
and cop p er aifd kep t running with coal and oil, 
when the steel and cop p er and coal and oil are 
g one and there is no chance of dig g ing up a new 
sup p ly ? 
W hat hap p ens to its railroads and 
steamship s and telep hone lines and electric lig ht 
p lants and factories and automobiles and so on? 
It makes a rather terrify ing p icture. We like to 
feel that we are at the dawning of a v ast new 
ep och in human society , an ep och which will con­ 
tinue, in intricate mechanical p recision, for cen­ 
tury up on century ; it is like step p ing off into the 
dark to reflect that this “new ep och” may only 
be a comp arativ ely brief interlude in human his­ 
tory , followed, as it was p receded, by an ag e of 
stag e coaches, sailing ship s, hand looms and p ick 
and shov el labor. 
Of course, it hasn’t hap p ened y et; and p rolific 
science may come to the rescue with sy nthetic 
fuels, sy nthetic metals, and what-not. But the 
p ossibility remains, ominous and g loomy . It isn’t 
a p leasant thing to ‘think about.
